The large addition to the Macleod 
constituency, in the north, which 
was cut out of the former Clares- 
holm constituency, was clearly 
shown in the convention by the ex- 
ceptionally large number of repre- 
sentatives of that section who were 
present and who have not been seen 
at Macleod conventions in former 
years. They were present from 
Granum, Jumbo Valley and Noble- 
ford in full force, all seemingly de- 
lighted at being now included in the 
Macleod constituency. 

The chairman appointed for the 
meeting was Alex. McGregor, farm- 
er of Granum, and he was accom- 
panied on the platform by the Hon. 
J. F. Lymburn, attorney-general; A.

“Mr. Shield informs me that Mr. 
Smeaton, of Lethbridge Labour 


Party, is present and I will ask him 
to kindly come forward. Mr. Shield 
will now take the platform and ad- 
dress you.” 

W. H. Shield, after being nomin- 
ated, said: “I thank you for the nom- 
ination again as your candidate in 
this constituency and I assure you 
that I will do my best and if I am 
elected I will try to give you the 
service as I have done in the past. 
I have tried to do my best for the 
people. Sometimes [ fai] and it 
makes me think that that best is not 
very much. People expect so much 
and sometimes more than I can pos- 
sibly do or accomplish for them but 
I again assure you that what is in 
my power to be done I will do for 
you.

States and south alright 
were not and did not apply under 
the circumstances in Alberta and 
so were unsuccessful. There is a 
marked similarity in the recom- 
mendations brought in the United 
States and also marked develop- 
ments to those of the Lethbridge 
Northern; and I think until we learn 
that these consequently lean to- 
wards the successful irrigation pro- 
ject. In 1924 President Hoover ap- 
pointed a commission for these 
reasons to investigate projects and 
investments required to bring 
through successful projects but I do 
not think these reasons would apply 
in Alberta in 1930 to this district; 
and the C. P. R. and Canada Land 
association seem to place these pro- 
jects just as the government is go- 
ing to lose, due to lack of know- 
ledge. 

“I think that authorities 
take over bonded projects 
carrying charges which they can 
finance upon.

HEALTH SERVICE OF THE CAN- 
ADIAN MEDICAL ASSOCIA- 
| TION—HOW ARE YOU? 


If the subject of conversation is 
an indication of interest in the sub- 
ject, then, without doubt, health 
comes first in the public interest, 
since the question most frequently 
asked is—How Are You? 

What is your answer today, and 
what is it going to be in the future? 
Are you making things pleasant for 
yourself and for those with whom 
you live and work, because you are 
happy with the joy of good health, 
or are you one of those depressing 
persons who demands sympathy be 
cause he looks so miserable? 

It is surprising how much of ill- 
health is due to neglect of those es- 
sentials which can easily be secured | 
by most people and which do not 
cost money. The proper kind of 
food costs no more than the wrong 
kind. Fresh air and sunshine are to 
be had for the asking. Sleep is not 
for sale; it means a proper bed-time. 
Exercise, rest and cleanliness can 
usually be secured by making a 
reasonable effort. 

These are the factors upon which 
personal health so largely depends. 
They are under our own control; no- 
body can help us very much in 
securing them. If we want to en- 
joy health, we cannot neglect them. 

Too many late dances which take 


up the time for sleep; too much 
living in artificial light and not 
enough sunlight; teo many sweet 
between meals spoiling the appetite 
for proper food; indoor parties in 


stead of outdoor exercise, are some 
of the common reasons for-ill health. 


In addition to neglecting them- 
selves, many persons are, in other 
ways, particularly careless as re- 
gards the health of others. They 


cough and sneeze without covering 
the nose and mouth; they talk right 
into your face; they kiss the baby 
on the mouth. In fact, they do about 
everything they can to spread to 
everyone they chance to meet any 
disease germs which may be pres 
ent in their own nose and throat. 

Many are also careless of them 
selves in disregarding the limits 
within which they may expect their 
bodies to function normally. The 
human body can stand up under a 
great deal of wear and tear, but, 
beyond certain limits, it begins to 
break. It is a matter of common 
sense to keep within the limits. 
Success is empty which is gained at 
the expense of a wrecked body, 
Health without wealth is prefer- 
able to wealth without health.
